How io Grow Potaloei. 


Editor of the Gazette:— One of your 


farmer patrons asks "bow to grow 
putntoos." Now 1 hnse bien a fiirm- 
er many years, and during that time 
1 have frequently asserted that fann- 
ers (us a class) did not know how to 
grow potatoes, so that, pel Imps, i am 
not eligible a» a teacher on this par- 
ticular brunch of funning. Never- 
theless, living in a fine potato district 
us I do, arid watching carefully the 
methods of the successful, as well as 
those who fall, I may be pardoned if 
I try to enlighten the man who ad- 
mits lie doesn't know, for truly, he 
is in a fair way to learn ; but those 
farmers who "know it all" need not 
read this article, for it will teuch 
them nothing; neither will the sud 
fuiluie In crops that were seen this 
full, foi they can't be taught. 


In the first place, I want to tear 


down u lot of oh] methods and old 
superstitions, und I will tell my friend 
why, 
olse I may be convicted of de- 


structive eiiticlsm. 


Flint, Don't plunt your potatoes 
in the moon." The sun, und the 


sun alone, is the only orb tliut ulTeetd 
the growth of vegetation on this 
planet; the- moon is only for lovers 
and other "niooncy" people. 


Hei-oiul, l>on't expect potatoes to cut 


buy or straw, spread on the ground 
just In-fore they were planted ; they 
cannot do It. They are only suckers 
und must be fed on strong liquids. 


Third— Don't plunt them only un 


inch or two under the surface1 if you 
expect them to dei clop under 1008 
conditions. 


Fourth, Don't expect to get a line 


yield on a poor piece of ground ; by 
tiintallBlng them 
with 300 to 400 


pounds of cheap phosphate, unless you 
really want to tie disappointed. 


Now, 
let me try anil liulld in the 


plme where the old 
time-honored 


fence stood, Hint I have so rudely 
torn down, u structure that limy be 
strong enough to lie u mil help in 
the growing of this valuable imp, 
remenitieriiig thut my experience und 
observations lire gotten on u level 
loamy soil ; and bear these two fuels 
always in mind, the potato must 
liuve' liiiuid nouiishnicnt und must 
get it all in MIS to ten weeks after 
it i- up. Consei|uently, no new man- 
ure und only a small purt of nny old, 
can lie assimilated or will lie avail- 
able in thut time. The inuctice of u 
few of our farmers who frequentiyJliit 
the null on the heuil, und get a fuir 
crop in a poor seuion and a bumper in 
a good one, is to MANVBK the sod 
ground on w hieb corn iti to be plant- 
ed, and w hen I suy manured I ineun 
thoroughly covered, not u fork 
full 


here anil another lump » yard or two 
awuy. Hpreud all you have, all the 
rough material und ull the good, and 
if thut don't cover it thick, then buy 


er deep, and watch 
und 


some, plow it under deep, and 
the corn grow und thrive in any 
weather. If you have treated your 
corn crop as liberally with manure a1 
you 
would 
ha\e 
it 
treat you 


with ears. Don't buy any manure for 
potatoes. The wheat will only get it. 


So much for tbo ground. Now let 


us get to planting. The best and 
purest seed you can get is the cheapest 
you can plant, and the cheapest and 
best place you can get tins stock, is 
right out of your oun crop, provided 
you have had good seed to start with 
imd have carefully .-elected smooth, 
rountl or good shaped second si/e, 
and ha\e kept them buried piefeiably 
in-some building or where the.} um 
be kept diy and not fio/en, but lionet 
try to keep them down cellar, they 
will not do. Otherwise buy seed fioin 


dealer who generally^ doesn't 


know whero they were grown any 
more than you do and caics k*s. 
If 


you still follow the old-fiisbioned plan 
of planting as yon plow the ground, 
try to get the furrows straight; they 
look licttet and are easier to tend, and 
get them five Indies deep, much less 
than this will leave the plant high 
and dry in a dry time. (Jet jour rows 
twenty-eight to thirty inches apart 
and the seed not les-s than fourteen to 
sixteen inches. Growers ideas vary 
11 this subject, but I'm telling this 
story and these are my \iews. Now 
don't you sit around in the latter purt 
of March or curly April and wail for 
the "moon to get full," before you 
consent to plant, that is a habit tbe 
moon has bud monthly for a long 
time, but, fortunately, that habit, un- 
like the human habit of the same 
name, has little affect upon you, and 
none, whatever, on your anticipated 
potato crop. Get at it: the potato 
needs e\cry day there is to grow in 
before the worm in the vine puts 
him 
out of business. From 40U to 


800 pounds of commercial fertiliser, 
evenly spread over the bottom and 
sides of the furrows, (not put in a 
narrow streak as most drills put it,) 
will help you out. If you arc a little 
more up-to-date than to use this anti- 
quated method and use a planter, be 
sure to get the seed four to live inches 
below the level of the plowed ground, 
not below the riduc they have made 
in 
covering. 
The planting beinu 


done, get something else done around 
the farm until the llrst of the mil- 
lions of tiny weeds show their deter- 
mined heads, then get out your har- 
row and walk your legs off harrow- 
ing, and keep it up and the weeds 
down, until the potatoes begin to 
show, then w hen the rows can be 
fairly seen get out your cultivator 
and walk oil another set of legs, that 
'tia\e had a chance to grow while 
yon weie riding on a wheel-plow 
turning under a heavy coat of manure 
for next year's potatoes und this 
year's corn ; and keep right on walk- 
ing, 
either your own, or if you have 


a corn plow, your horses' legs, in this 
same potato patch until the vines 
show signs of wanting to lay dow n, 
then ridge them up and go to the sea- 
shore or soirewhere elbe and don't al- 
low anybody in theie on any excuse, 
no matter how the weeds are grow- 
ing, until the \ines are dying, and 
if you have kept the potato bug thor- 
oughly in subjection, you will get a 
fair crop to dig, or else I am not

How to Grow Potatoes. 


Editor of the Gazette:—One of your 


farmer pations asks "how 
to prow 


IHitatoes." Now I have been a farm- 
er many years, and during that time 
I have frequently asserted that farm- 
ers (as a class) did not know how to 
grow potatoes, so that, perhaps, I am 
not eligible as a teacher on this par- 
ticular branch of farming. Never- 
theless, living in a fine potato district 
as I do, and watching carefully the 
methods of the nuccessful, as well as 
those who fall, I nmy be pardoned if 
I try to enlighten the man who ad- 
mits he doesn't know, for truly, he 
is In a fair way to learn; but those 
farmers who "know it all" need not 
read this article, for it will teach 
them nothing; neither will the sud 
failure in crops that were seen this 
fall, for they can't be taught. 


In the first place, I want to tear 


down a lot of old methods and old 
superstitions, and I will tell my friend 
why, 
else I may be convicted of de- 


structive ciiticism. 


First, Don't plant your potatoes 
"in the moon." The sun, and the 
sun alone, is the only orb that alTects 
the growth 
of vegetation on this 


planet; the moon is only for lovers 
and other "mooney" people, 


Hecond, Don't expect potatoes to cat 


hay or straw, spread on the ground 
just iM'fore they were planted; they 
cannot do it. They are only suckers 
and must be fed on strong liquids. 


Third—-Don't plant them only an 


ineli or two under the surface If you 
expect them to develop under 1009 
conditions. 


Fourth, Don't expect to get a fine 


jieid on a poor piece of ground; bv 
Initializing them 
with 300 to 400 


pounds of chi-ap phosphate, unless you 
really want to be disappointed.

let me try anil build in tho 


place where the old 
time-honored 


fence stood, thut I have so rudely 
torndoun, a structure that may he 
strong enough to In 
1 a real help in 


tlu> glowing of this valuable crop, 
remembering that my experience and 
observations arc gotten on a level 
loamy soil; and bear these two facts 
always in mind, the potato must 
have liquid nourishment uml must 
get It all in six to ten weeks after 
it is up. Consequently, no new man- 
ure and only a small pait of any old. 
can he assimilated or will be avail- 
able In that time. The practice of a 
few of our runners who frequently hit 
the nail on the head, and get a fair 
crop in a poor season and a bumper in 
a good one, is to MANTJKE the sod 
ground on which corn Is to be plant- 
ed, and when I say manured I mean 
thoroughly covered, not a fork full 
here and another lump a yard or two 
away. Bpread all you have, all the 
rough material and all the good, and 
if that don't cover it thick, then buy 
some, plow it under deep, and watch

Now 
don't you sit around in the latter part 
of March or early April and wait for 
the "moon to get full," before you 
consent lo plant, that i« a habit the 
moon has had monthly for a long 
time, but, fortunately, that habit, un- 
like the human habit of the same 
name, has little affect upon you, and 
none, whatever, on jour anticipated 
potato crop. Gut at it: the potato 
needs every day there is to grow in 
before the worm in the vine puts 
iJim out of business. From 400 to 
800 pounds of commercial fertilizer, 
evenly spread over the bottom and 
sides of the furrows, (not put in a 
narrow streak as most drills put it,) 
will help you out. If you are a little 
more up-to-date than to use this anti- 
quated method and use a planter, he 
sure to get the seed four to live inches 
below the level of the plowed ground, 
not below the ridge they have made 
in covering. 
The planting being 


done, get something else done around 
the farm until the first of the mil- 
lions of tiny weeds show their deter- 
mined heads, then get out your har- 
row and walk your legs off harrow- 
ing, and keep it up and the weeds 
down, until the potatoes begin to 
show, then when the rows can he 
fairly seen get out your cultivator 
and walk off another set of legs, that

IZlsi ANNIVERSARY 


Six Day,' Celebration by Briitol Coa- 


gregation Next Week. 


Beginning on next Sunday and con- 


tinuing nightly until the following 
Sunday, excepting Monday and Satur- 
day evenings, the members of the lo- 
cal Methodist Church will celebrate 
the one hundred and twenty-first an- 
niversary of the founding of Bristol 
Methodism. As curly aa 1771 the seed 
of Methodism was planted in Bristol 
by a Captain Webb, of the English 
Army, but it was not until 1778 that 
the church was founded by the or- 
ganization of a class of eleven mem- 
iwrs.
